EPITOME OF THE WEEK. 


An Anglo:Siamese Agreement has been 
published in London, remedying the taxation 
grievances compiggned of. 


The Empress Dowager has issned a Secret 
Decree; warning all Viceroys and Governors to 
prepare for immediate war. 


A Reuter's telegram reports growing com- 
plaints at Washington against Count von Wal- 
dersee's military action round Peking as excessive 
and calculated to exasperate the Chinese. 


Count von Waldersee has requested the with- 
drawal of Chinese troops from the vicinity of 
territory occupied by the Allies, on which he 
will discontinue the despatch of punitive expe- 
ditions. 

The report omanates from London that Count 
von Waldersee has complained to St. Petersburg 
that the Russians grarding the railway at Taku 
and Tongku relinquished their guard without 
warning. 

Count von Biilow stated in the Reichstag 
this week that Germany intends no adventurous 
policy in China and that the reinstatement of 
a strong Chinese Government will best suit 
Germany's interests. 

The Russian newspapers, faithfully reflecting 
the official view, strongly condemn the con- 
ditions formulated at Peking as unpracticable 
and as likely to lead to the endless prolongation 
of a dangerous crisis. 


There is a report that Sun Yat Sen, who was 
one of the prime movers in the Kwangtung 
rebellion, is now in Formosa. It is said that 
the Japanese Government will probabiy craer 
him to leave the country, on the ground that 
his presence is considered detrimental to public 
peace. :

THE BRITISH FLEET IN 
EASTERN WATERS. — 


—~——_——_—— 
(Daily Press, 19th November.) 

With an unanimity rare when eileen 
questions are concerned, men of all ranks 
and all parties have expressed the regret 
felt at the retirement of Mr. G. J. Goscuen 

- from the head of the Admiralty ; and the 
hope is perhaps universal that he may in 
the Upper House continue the good work 
which he has so ably superintended in his 
official capacity in the Lower. Mr. Goscurn 
has learnt the art rare in: the age of party 
Government of being able to merge the 
politician in the administrator, and shines 


out conspicuously amongst the later Minis-. 


ters of Queen Vicroria as the one man 
who had corceived the highest ideal of a 
statesman, and was content to serve his 
country in preference to advancing the in- 
terests of any of the sections of which it is 
composed. It is thus that he has heen able 
in the. Navy to keep abreast of the feverish 
desire for bigness which has seized upon 
the continental Powers ; and which, com- 
menced by them without any due considera- 
tion for. the eventual consequences, had it 
not been courageously met, would have 
become a menace, not for Isngland alone, 
but for each and all of the Continental 
Powers in turn. Unfortunately it has not 
been the case that the single-mindedness of 
the First Lord has heen imitated by his 
colleagues, who have been too often led by 
the exigencies of the position to place na- 
tional in a subordinate position to party 
questions. Nor was Mr. Goscuen himnsclf 
always held sacred in these little inter- 
cabinet eddies, and the consequence has 
been. that there bas been a drag from beyin- 
ning to end placed upon the efficiency of his 
office. In fact it is well known that the 
Government is in arrears -with that pro- 
gramme which three years ayo it presented 
to Parliament, and no very clear statement 
has been made of the causes that influenced 
the delay. Of course the most was made 
out of the industrial causes at the bottom 
of the Engineers’ Strike, but after discount- 
ing this fully there yet remains a yood deal 
-to be explained as to the falling off in the 
promises of Lord Satispury’s Government 
in this important matter of Naval prepara- 
ton. The promise held out to the nation 
as ai inducement to make the necessary 
sacrifices was that it was essential to the well- 
being of the Empire at large that the British 
Navy should keep in advance of the next 
two most conspicuous navies in the world, 
and should always closely approach in 
power the three other most formidable. 
That principle was kept in view at the 
beginning, but there has recently been so 
evident a desire to contravene it that it was 
“not till public opinion declared itself in 
unmistakeable language that the recom- 
mercement of activity was decided on. 
Thanks largely to that. personal example 
which Mr. Goscuen himself sct, the internal 
work of the Navy seems to be in a fairly 
efficient state, so except fur the recent very 
evident display of lukewarmness at head- 
quarters, as seen from merely home eyes, 
the British Navy is in a position to maintain 
its old supremacy. When, however, we 
come to the East, and more especially 
to the Pacific Ocean, a very different. 


state of affairs is seen; and this is 
not confined to China, but extends 
to the entire of the Great Ovean. 


Although Russia has been quietly but 
‘steadily increasing her fleet in Eastern 
waters, it was not till after the fiasco at 
Port Arthur that it became formidable. 
France following her example has recently 
been improving both the number and style 
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of the ships on the East coast of Asia, while 


as a naval power Japan has been making 
enormous strides. These movements began 
before the recent. difficulties with China, and 
it is needless to say that full advantage has 
been taken of it to render their fleets on the 
Pacific stronger than ever. Following the 
example of the others when Germany made 
up her mind to join in the Chinese scttle- 
ment she likewise took good care that her 
fleet should be powerfully reinforced, and 
in this she was followed by the United 
States, who now have in these Eastern 
waters a powerful fleet. Though the greater 
part of these additions have been made 
in furtherence of a policy in accord with 
England, and the larger portion of the 
fleets are those of friendly nations, it is the 
fact, however, the British Government may 
seek to suppress it that the British fleet in 
these seas is not only outnumbered, but 
surpassed in efficiency. At the beginning 
of the. Chinese struggle England did make 
considerable efforts to reinforce her fleet in 
Chinese waters, but the efforts she made 
were such as to still further emphasize the 
need of a more powerful armament. Vessels 
were withdrawn from Vancouver, from 
Australia, and from the Indian station, and 
notwithstanding the weakening of the 
squadrons at. those several stations, no 
adequate effort has been made to fill up 
the yaps. We are glad to learn, therefore, 
that another battleship will shortly leave 
for the East. 

We have recently on more than one occa- 
sion pointed out the exceedingly strong 
position in our hands in the possession of 
Vaneouver Island and the Gulf of Georgia, 
and pointed out how oblivious of the fact 
was our home Government. It is satisfac- 
tory to find that we have not been alone in 
urging this fact on the attention of the 
Naval authorities. On the 29th September 
last the Graphic followed suit and pointed 
out the very unsatisfactory condition of 
affairs there. We in China have been from 
time to time led to believe that the Esqui- 
mault Station was more or less intended to 
act as an aid in-time uf necessity to the 
China station, but the notice in the Graphic 
must dispel that idea. The fleet at Esqui- 
inault. consists of out of date and under- 
armed cruisers, and the people of Canada 
have heen given to understand that Esqui- 
mault. might always look to China for 
reinforcements. But worse has to follow. 
A naval base which has to depend for its 
own defence on its men-of-war 1s in a worse 
position than if it did not exist at all. The 
defences of Hongkong as a naval base are 
little better’ than ridiculous were war to 
break out with a naval power. It is uncontes- 
tible that the greater portion of our Fleet in 
Chinese waters would have to be sent to 
Hongkong simply to protect our fortifica- 
tious. This is bad enough, but it is worse 
when we learn that the same is true of such 
ports a: Svduey, and in an even greater 
degree Esquimault, Yet, as we pointed out, 
in the possession of Esquimault and the 
Gulf of Georgia we owned one of the most 
powerful, if not absolutely the most power- 
ful, naval positions in the world. It 1s time 
that the Government and the people of 
Enghuid should begin to mdersand these 
things, and learn that there are some things 
of greater consequence to national * well- 
being than the parochial struggles which 
have of late dominated our policy, and have 
affected not one but all the parties in the 
State.

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OFFICIAL MYSTERY IN NORTH 
CHINA. 


(Daily Press, 20th November.) . 

To the pages of a novel we owe nearly all 

edge we possess of the great 
campaign in Flanders, which resulted in the. 
capture by the forces of Witntam III. of 
the citadel of Namur. If for no other 
reason, and quite irrespective of the literary 
merits of one of the wittiest works ever 
written, the Life and Adventures of Tristram 
Shandy will ever find a place on the shelves 
of every student of English manners and 
English wit. The Campaign in Flanders 
took place before the invention of the, war 
correspondent, and we are in consequence 
left without any connected account of what 
has since been allowed to have been one of 
the most interesting series of military 
operations in the seventeenth century. It 
seems that uuless in the future we are going 
to have a Srern to collect from the soldiers - 
engaged some account of what the British 
and German troops are doing in the north 
of China, the closing campaign of the nine- 
teenth century is likely to be as great a 
blank in the pages of history as that’ which 
ended the seventeenth. Itis not that the 
operations“even in ‘themselves ate devoid of 
interest, or that the. people at home have 
no care as to what becomes of their forces 
in the field, ag that none of the Powers 
engage! are particularly desirous that too 
bright a light should be shed on the 
bickerings and unpleasantnessés which have 
been a feature since the murder of Barou 
von Kerrever first brought into pro- 
minence the influences at work in Pe- 
king. The representatives of the various 
Powers who were quite content to score, 
each for himself, in the game of mur- 
dering the missionaries in Shantung, found 
it quite a different thing when the position 
was brought home to each individually after 
the murder of the German Minister, and 
the imprisonment of themselves. For the 
first time in the records of the guilty city a 
perfect unanimity cf purpose prevailed 
umongst the ministers within the walls +- 
aud that was to save themselves. As soon 
as by straining every nerve a sufficiently 
powerful force was got together to enable 
their rescue to assume a practical shape, it 
ix notorious that all the old quarrels and 
jealousies broke out, all the stronger that 
they had been temporarily suspended. In- 
deed the scenes to be witnessed after the 
associated, for allied troops it would bea 
mockery of truth to call them, had entered 
Peking. were such as one and each perhaps 
wisely determined should be shrouded with 
as much mystery as it was in their power to 
bring about. To sume this absence of the 
war correspondent has seemed an unmiti- 
gated blessing; and doubtless, seeing how 
his utility bas recently, more than once, 
been more than doubtful, there is something 
to be said for this view of the question.

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POPULATION AND THE WEIGHT 
OF POWER. —

Ata banquet given last month in Manches- 
ter, in connection with the local Statistical 
Society, Sir Roserr Grirren made some 
very interesting remarks on the subject of 
the growth of the world’s population and 
theconsequent effect on the relative positions 
of nations and races in the world. The 
most striking point to which he drew atten- 
tion was the prodigious rate of increase of 
the community of European nations and 
nations of European origin. Most startling 
of all was the growth uf the Anglo-American 
population. One hundred years ago the 
population of the United Kingdom and the 
United States of America together was not 
more than twenty millions; now it is not 
less than one hundred and thirty millions. 
Though Russia and Germany could also 
show vast increases, the figures were nothing 
like so large. The change in the relative 
weight of European races in international 
politics is of course tremendous. Taking 
European nations and nations of European 
origin together, the imcrease for the century 
is estimated at 330,000,000—from about 
170,000,000 to 500,000,000. Sir Roserr 
Grirren went on to say that during this time 
the non-European peoples of .the world, the 
black and yellow races, had practically been 
‘stationary, and that the forces of civilisation 

ad thus become nearly irresistible. In - 
another century the change would be still 
greater, unless some great internal change 
should take place in the ideas and conduct 
of European races themselves—Sir Ropert 
GRIFFEN was here alluding to the theories 
of MaLTHUs—and an overwhelming popu- 
lation of European descent would have 
nothing to fear ffom other races. The 
‘yellow peril,” the speaker continued, 
would have vanished in a hundred years, 
because the yellow races would be far out- 
numbered. What, he asked, would the 
four hundred millions of China “be com- 
pared with 1,500,000;000, or 2,000,000,000 
of European race? It is, however, ques- 
tionable whether the yellow races are in 
fact stationary as Sir Roperr QGnrirren 
states. We quoted a fey days ago some 
statistics of Chinese immigration into all 
parts of the world, showing the large pro- 
portions which this movement. has now 
attained, in spite of the fact that in manv 
;countries it is very sternly restricted. 
Yet China itself is as overflowing as ever, and 
the population, except in such parts as liave 
not yet recovered from th&effects. of the 
devastation following the great Taiping 
‘rebellion, shows nu tendency to stand still, 
Japan also is already too small for her 
| population, and emigration has to be checked 
tu avoid foreign complications. No such’ 
growth, it is true, can be shown as in the. 
case of the leading white peoples, but it is 
not correct to say that the latter alone are 
‘increasing rapidly. It must be admitted, 
ihowever, that the main contention of the 
speaker at Manchester is beyond all doubt, 
that the change of the relative positions of 
nations in the world has been astonishing in 
\ the last ceutury. It is plain from the figures 
i that the four great world-powers are now 
the United States, Great Brituin, Russia, 
and Germany, while France is a doubtful 
fifth. The pre-eminence of the United 
if we judge by statistics, is unques- 
What effect this will have on the. 


| future of the world’s history we would not like: 


to undertake to guess, but that it will be very 
great no one can deny. Dismissing erely 


‘economic and social questions, we must loo 


for the course of politics to be more and more 
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directed by the peoples who are increasing 
most rapidly. ‘Will it also be the case that 
the destiny of China and the Far East gen- 
erally will be determined by the four Powers 
above mentioned? If with the re-election 
of Mr. McKinusr to office the United States 
adopt a less retiring and vacillating attitude 
towards affairs in this part of the world, it 
is more than probable that a cumpromise 
between the views of the four will decide 
the matter. It is from the apparent diver- 
gence of these views that the compromise is 
proving so difficult to arrive at. 


LONDON AND CHINESE 
IMMIGRATION.

(Daily Press, 17th November.) 

Considerable discussion has been going 
on in the home papers on the question of 
Chinese immigration into London. The 
subject is not exactly a new one, but the 
threatened invasion of the metropolis, 
though often spoken of, has never become 
an accomplished fact. A certain number of 
Chinese there have been residing in London, 
but not sufficient to called a colony. 
What it is now that particularly directs the 
attention of the emigrants to London it is 
difficult to say. Recent disturbances in 
China and the possibility of a period of 


-unrest-to follow may have driven many in a 


peace-loving nation like the Chinese to look 
for the quiet which they cannot get at home 
in a new field. Some prominent Chinese 
have already expressed their opinion as to 
the desirability of Great Britain as a goal 
for emigration. The most powerful China- 
man ‘in San Francisco Chinatows, head of 
Six Companies, thinks it an ideal country for 
his compatriots. “In London,” says Sina 
Lez, “if the Scotch can displace the 
“English, and the Germans displace the 
“Scotch, and the Jews from Russia and 
“Poland underbid the Germans, people of 
“our race can underbid the cheapest Russian 
“Jews in any kind of labour. So, depend 
“upon if, some day soon we will come to 
“ Kugland, where they will be glad to employ 
“a man who will do twice an ordinary man's 
“ work at half ore man’s pay.’ This, how- 
ever, is hardly a prospect which the London 
working-man is prepared to contemplate 
with equanimity. But there are certain 
branches of trade wherein, from the point 
of view of workmanship, Chinese labour 
would undoubtedly benefit the country. 
This is not denied by the strongest oppon- 
ents of Chinese immigration into England, 
who base their objections to the invasion 
on entirely different grounds. Much of the 
prejudice against the Chinese, of course, is 
due simply to the fact that they are hard, 
cheap, and sober workers; but those who 
are above such prejudices argue strongly on 
moral’ grounds. We reproduced in ‘Thurs- 
day’s issue a well-written article from the 
London Daily Chronicle, under the heading of 
“The Chinese in London,” wherein the diffi- 
‘culties of the question were lucidly set forth. 
Speaking of the introduction of wishermen 
into London, the writer said, “Tbe moral 
aspect of this laundry matter is the crucial 
issue, and it can only have been so generally 
neglected because the English public has, as 
a whole, so little experience in handling the 
problem which is preseuted in white com- 
‘munities where a considerable yellow popula- 
tion has established itself.” The writer goes 
on to point out that he does not intend in 
any way to decry the Chinuman. But when 
he is at home he has his family—‘and if 
. his relations with parent, wife, and child 
_ differ greatly from those among ourselves, 
they nevertheless meet the requirements of 
the man’s nature, which is the whole point.”

domestic ties of his own blood, he will be 
cut off from his old habits and customs, and 
it will be impossible (not to say unjust) -to 
keep him a virtual prisoner in the quarters 
assigned to him. If he stays in England it 
must be as a free man, not as little better 
than a slave. With freedom there follows 
what has occurred in America and Austra- 
lia, interbreeding with the white race and 
the result of this in a new half-caste 
population. Now there is much in what 
is said of half-breeds that is exaggerated 
and untrue, but it is undoubtedly very 
seldom the case that the children of mixed 
blood are improvements on either of the 
parent stocks, either physically or morally- 
Residents in the East have ample opportu- 
nities, if they wish, of studying the question, 
aud if they feck experience they have them- 
selves tothank. It is generally agreed that 
the worst point in the half-caste question 
is the anomaly of their position. At home 
this point very seldom arises. It is true 
that the blood of Londoners is occasionally 
even now subjected to unusual admixtures, 
but there has so far been no growth of a 
half-breed population. The inferior strains 
are gradually, through lack of fresh cross- 
ing, diluted almost beyond recognition. 
Even negro blood, which is apt to be ver 

persistent, leaves little mark, though suc 

mixed marriages have received considerable 
attention, in spite of their comparative rare- 
ness, in eignd In the United States 
the feeling against miscegenation is very 
strong, and the sentiment is based on obser- 
vation of facts. The objection, as was seen 
in a recent case, extends cven to! the 
Japanese, and legal complications were 
threatened in the particu instance to 
which we refer. It is too early yet to sa 

that London is actually confronted wit 

the problem, but at any rate it is not out- 
side the realm of possibilities, and the matter 
should be well considered before it is too late.

Mr. C. Vivian Ladds (Colonial Veterinary 
urgeon) reported on the Zist instant: — 


‘CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


“I regret to have to report fdr the informa- 
tion of the Board that several cases of foot and 
month disease -have occurred in: shed 6, at the 
Sassoon's Villa premises at Pokfulum, the pro- 
perty of the Dairy Farm Company. The shed 
contains 11 cows, on bull, and 22 calves. Most 
of these cows are giving no milk at the present 
time, and what little there is I have given in- 
stractions shall not be used for human consump- 
tion. In the interests of other cattle-owners 
it is perhaps advisable that two watchmen should 
be stationed at the shed in question to carry 
out the usual instructions, although of course 
the Dairy Farm people themselves will naturally 
take every possible ‘precaution to prevent the 
spread of the disease. I therefore now recom- 
mend that this shed be declared an infected 
area under the provisions of Bye-law 12 of 
Schedule 11 of Ordinance 17 of 1887.” 

The PRESIDENT said that this matter was so 
urgent that he took upon himself to sanction 
the appointment, of the watchmen in order to 
nip this thing in the bud if possible. Now it 
was necessary that they should agree to declare 
the shed an infected area.

A Bill had been 
drafted in 1874 by the Government for the 
purpose, but owing to opposition by a section 
of the Chinese, who engaged Mr. Hayllar, Q.C., 
on their behalf, and a change of Governors 
soon afterwards, the measure appears to have 
been dropped. The subject came up again at 
intervals, and Mr. (afterwards Sir James) Rus- 
sell had, when Registrar-Goneral, written a 
memorandum of some length upon it, but the 
matter was again shelved. 

The Chairman said he thought it not ree 
bable that a Commission would be appointed to 
go into the question thoroughly.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF THE RANKEUPTCY 
ORDINANCE. 
Hongkong General Chamber of Commerce, 
Hongkong, 31st October, 1900, 
Bir, ; 

Recent proceedings in tho Bankruptcy 
Court, and more especially a-;judgment de- 
livered on the 9th July last by His Honour 
Chief Justice Sir John Carrington in tho caso 
Kung Hing Shing Kee ex parte Albert Ah Wee, 
in which it was laid down that, according to 
the provisions of the Bankruptcy Ordinanco of 
1891, Chineso traders or others non-resident 
in the Colony, although carrying on business 
therein under a firm's name cither by them- 
selves or in co-partnership with others, aro 
beyond the reach of that enactment, have made 
it apparent that the law as it stands doos not 
afford that. protection to crediters which was 
intended when it was framed. I am therefore 
instructed to request you to be good enough to 
bring the question to the attention of His 
Excellency the Governor with a view to secure 
amendment of the Ordinance referred to. 

2.—Tho result of the case above quoted has 
onvineed all those engaged in commerce in 
is Colony that it is practicatly useless for a 
creditor to ‘institute bankruptcy proceedings 
against a Chinese firm, since, if it should sub- 
sequently appear that any one momber of that 
firm is domiciled in China, and has not ordin- 
arily resided in Hongkong within a year of 
the presentation of the bankruptcy petition. 
such proceedings could be annulled. The 
Chinese custom of carrying on business 
under some fancy name, and of the firm con- 
- sisting of a large number of partners, many of 
whom may be resident in China, and placing 
- the conduct of the concern in the hands of a 
manager or of a partner possessing only a small 
pecuniary interest therein, is well known, and 
the evils ‘arising from such custom have long 
been felt and acknowledged alike by British 
and foreign merchants and by the Chinese them- 
selves. — : 
3.—The Committee, in asking the Govern- 
ment to amolid the Bankruptcy Ordinance of 
1891, do go in the fall assurance that they re- 
flect the views and give expression to the wishes 
of the entire mercantile community, the legal 
rofession, and the Judges administering the 
law. In order to facilitate the ond in view, and 
to indicate the direction they think such 
amendment should take, the Committee beg res- 
otfally to submit the draft of a short amend- 
ing Bill (enclosed) for the consideration of the 
Government. 
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compulsory registration of the individual mem- 
bers of Chinese firms or hongs trading in this 
Colony. 

5.—This is no new question, nor is it a novel 
panacea for commercial ills. ‘The advisability 
of the creation of anch a ayatom was considored 
so far back as 1874, when o Bill ontitled the 
Victoria Registration Ordinance was drafted 
for tho purpose, but did not become law. The 
question was again urged upon the then Go- 
vernment in 1877 by this Chamber, but with- 
out effect, the reply returned, on the 28th 
August, 1878, stating that it would be “ very 
inexpedient to carry out such regis- 
tration”; no reason for the alleged inoxpe- 
dience, however, being offered. Again, in 
April, 1891, when considering the draft of the 
present Bankruptcy Amendment Ordinance, 
tho Committee of the Chamber of Chamber 
expressed a strong opinion that, to render the 
measure more completely applicable to local 
requirements, it should be preceded or supple- 
mented by a Bill for the compulsory registra- 
tion of the partners in Chinese firms, and added 
that without such registration as an adjunct 
the proposed new Baukruptey Ordinance would 
lose much in usefulness. How thoroughly this 
prevision has been fulfilled, the records of the 
Supreme Court can readily demonstrate. 

6.—No roal hardship would be entailed on the 
Chinese by the passage of such a measure. 
European and American houses trading here or 
in the Treaty Ports of China voluntarily an- 
nounce to the public, by means of circulars 
and by advertisements in tho newspapors, the 
names of tho individual partners in their 
firms, and of all changes in such partnerships, 
at considerable expense, and cortain Chinese 
firms have voluntarily followed the example. 
It is not too much to ask if tho mass of 
the Chinese are averso to such methods, that 
they should register their partnerships with 
the Registrar-General. As a proof that the 
Chinese themselves sre not likely to entertain 
any objection to such a system, I would remind 
the Government that in 1882 a petition very 
numerously signed by Chinese traders was 
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‘presented to the Registrar-Goneral praying 


that hongs or shops be required “to register 
and to appoint a fixed date within which all 
shops are to send in without delay the real 
names and surnames of their masters.” This 
was really only a proposal to put into practice 
here a custom of trade observed among them- 
selves in China, and as a means of identification 
and a precautionary measure against fraud 
could not excite hostility among reasonable per- 
sons. 

7.—The creation of such a system would of 
course entail some trouble, and it would pro- 
bably necessitate the employment of one or 
two additional clerks. It might also require 
the dissociation of the two offices of Colonial 
Secretary and Registrar-General; but as 
this is very desirable for other reasons—the 
work of ths former having greatly increased 
within the last threo years—the Committee 
trust that such a consideration would not be 
allowed to weigh in a matter of so much 
importance to the trade of the Colony. 

&.—rusting that His Excellency the 
Governor will agree with the Committee that the 
timo has arrived when an earnest attempt should 
be made to grapple with a question so soriously 
affecting the conduct of business and the ad- 
ministration of justice in the Colony—in proof 
whereof I need only cite the fact that four 
recent bankruptcy cases heard in the Supreme 
Court could have been settled in fewer hours 
than they took days to hear,—

A BILL ENTITLED AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND 
THE BANKRUPTCY ORDINANOE, 1891. 

Be it enacted by the Governor of Hongkong, 
with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Council thereof, as followa :— 

1.—This Ordinance may be cited 
ox the Bankruptcy Ordinance 1891 
Amendment Ordinance, 1900. 

2.—The following provisions shall 
have effect in the case of s firm carry- 
ing on business in the Colony, whether 
such firm consists of two or more per: 
sons being partners or of any person 
carrying on business under a partner- 
ship name, that is to say,— 

(i) A creditor of the firm shall bo 
entitled to present a bankruptcy 
petition against the firm and a 
receiving order may be made 
against the firm in respect of an 
act of bankruptcy committed in 
reference to the business of the 
firm by any partner of the firm, or 
by the person carrying on busi- 
ness as aforesaid, or by any por- 
son having the control or manage- . 
mont of the business of the firm; 

(2) It shall be sufficiont that a re- 
ceiving order sgainst the firm be 
madé in the firm's namé, without 
mentioning the names of the 
partners, and such receiving ordex 
shall affect the joint and separate 
property of oll the partners, and 
the like provisions shall apply in 
respect of an adjudication of 
bankruptcy ; and 

(3) The jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court to make a receiving order 
or an adjudication of bankruptcy 
against the firm shall not be affeo- 
ted by the fact, if it be so, that all 
or any of the partners of the firm 
or the person carrying on business 
as aforesaid are or is not British 
subjects or a British subject or are 
or is not domiciled in the Colony. 

3.—Section 6 (1) (a) of the Bank-

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THE FUSILIERS AT THE SEAT 
OF WAR.

(BY THE “RANK AND FILE."} 


I, 

On the return of the Royal Welch Fusiliers 
from the North the other day it was suggested 
to us that inasmuch as the regiment had been 
somewhat overlooked in the nfany and varied 
accounts of the war which had appeared in 
the public press, a short story of their 
doings while away from Hongkong would not 
only be interesting to the Battalion them- 
selves, but prove acceptable reading to the 
general public. Acting upon the sugges- 
tion we instructed a representative to wait 
upon Lieut. Colonel the Hon. R. Henry 
Bertie aud solicit an interview, more es- 
poualy as it was well known that the Colonel 

kept a somewhat lengthy diary of the 
events which led up to the entry of the 
allied forces into Peking. The Colonel ex- 
plained that he was unable to furnish us with 
any details, and our representative was there- 
fore left to seek other channels of information, 
which, although they might not be of such 
“ official” import, might nevertheless bear tho 
stamp of truth so far as it is possible to get it 
from a series of conversations with the rank and 

e, 

Barrack-room whisperings are sometimes 
audible beyond the haversack’s ken, and 
the gossip of the mess-table will often re-echo 
when the last strains of the regimental music 
which prompted it have died away. . And 
so it came about that from Colonel to 
drummer-boy the Welch Fusiliers one 
bright June morning knew that something 
unusual was in the air, and that the regi- 
ment might be called out for active service 
at any moment. It was welcome news, for, 
perhaps, within the ranks of the British Army, 
none could be keener on serving their country 
than the gallants of Hongkong whose comrades 
had fought with so much distinction in South 
Africa. When. therefore, the call cama. to 
prepare for the North everyone was found ready, 
and the necessary work of packing the personal 
luggage of the officers, and storing the entire 
equipment of the whole force on board H.M.S. 
Terrible, which had been ordered to take the 
major portion of the contingent (7.2, A, C and 
E Companies) was but the work of a few hours. 
There were 360 men in all under Major Morris, 
Capts. Gynne, Rotherham, Richards, and Wal- 
wyn,and Lieuts. Owen and Flower, whoembarked 
on board the battleship on the morning of 16th 
June, and when the huge leviathan left the 
harbour a few hours later it seemed as if a fine 
passage northward was in store for them. Not 
so; almost from the outset a strong head sea set 
in, and throughout the journey the elements 
made matters on board pretty uncomfortable. 
The steamer Tai Sang started shortly afterwards, 
with Colonel Bertie and H Company under 
Lieuts. Vyvyan, Hay, Johnson, and Clieve. 
The passage north by this vessel is reported 
as having been all that was desired, fine weathor 
marking it the whole way up. 

In due time both vessels arrived on the Peiho, 
the Terrible in consequence of her draught 
having to anchor several miles below the Taku 
forts (which by that time had been captured, 
and were in the hands of the Allied Forces) and 
below the Centurion, the Admiral's Flagship. 
The disembarkation of the Fusiliers was carried 
out with commendable celerity, and by the aid 
of small craft the. Terrible's continge

~ Fors a dozen miles had been passed the train ran 


off the line, damaging several carriages, the first

one, on which the gun was borne, being totally 
wrecked. It was here, unfortunately, that the 
first porsonal injury to the Fusiliers had to be 
reported, Major Morris, who was in the carriage, 
being badly bruised and shaken by the derailmont. 
Capt. Craddock, R.N., was also a sufferer, he 
faring perhaps the worso of the two. _ However, 


th officers received.prompt surgical aid, and. 


were soon in the throes of the work repairing the 
linc and getting ready for another start. In due 
course the breaches in the line wero repaired, 
and the Force sped onward without any farther 
iyterruption till ‘“Rail-head” was reached. 
Here were seen the steps which had been 
taken by the Boxers to tear up the line, and 
generally to render tho further progress of the 
Force impossible. A short survey soon made 
it apparent that an advanced march must be 
made, and it was decided that tho “Fall in” 
should sound at about three the next morning. 
It was a dark night, and over the plain a solemn 
silence reigned which gave a welcomo rest to the 
troops, so much needed after the arduous labours 
of the past few hours. They had no tent aquip- 
ment, but each found for himself a bivonac on 
the ground, wrapped round, as it were, by the 
long blades of corn. With the early morn 
they rose at the bugle call to continne the march 
on Tientsin with Major Morris in command 
Commander Craddock,R.N., with the Naval Bri- 
gade, and a 3-inch Howitzer, proceeded to the 
right of the line, bombarding tho villages on the 
way. Tho Fusiliers opened out on the [ott to two 
paces apart, and advanced in skirmishing order, 
reconnoitring the country for a distance of 
about 7 miles. This was with the view, among 
other things, of allowing the train conveying 
the Russians with 4 guns to pass through. 
About cleven o'clock in the morning the 
Fusiliers came across a number of Boxers 
about two hundred yards from the villages, 
They wero quickly dispersed, many being left 
on the field, and the work of razing tho villages 
proceeded till well on in the afternoon. The 
return to camp was ‘uneventful, and another 
night's rest was taken ere the final advance 
was made on Tientsin City. - It was at about 
four in the morning when tho “ fall in sound- 
ed, and although the Allied forces numbered 
some 1,500 Russians, 200 Germans, 100 Ameri- 
cans, and 300 Fusiliers, with the same 
number of blue-jackets, some doubts were 
expressed as to whethor Tientsin would 
be reached or not. News from the Capital 
had been full of surprises." International 
susceptibilities being considerad, coupled with 
the not over sanguine view taken by com- 
manders of troops generally, the outlook was 
not at all reassuring as on that clear July 
oe the march onward to Tientsin was 
underfaken. The Americans had done good 
work away on the right of the Fusiliers, and the 
Russians on the left hud cleared the way fora 
few miles, but it was evident after a few hours 
march that a terrible fusilade must follow. And 
it did. The Russians received a check, anda 
strongly held village brought about what seemed 
at first a reverse. However, it was arranged 
that the Russians should take the station, and 
tho Fusiliers should stand in for the village and 
a school close by. After marching in quarter 
column some distance aud coming within 1,000 
pe the Fusiliers opened out, and under o 
eary fire both points were gained. It was 
about half-past eleven when Tientsin was scen 
in the distance, and under a heavy rifle fire the 
Fusiliers laid down behind an embankmont to 
take breath from the blinding sandstorm. 
Then came the order to fix bayonets and with a 
charge the river was crossed, and Tientsin was 
taken, the enemy retiring to the native city.

“ Our lot is in it again. We've come out on 
top, Bill, and taken Tientsin at tho point of 
the bayonet. Our Captain's a brick. There's 
no smash about him. He draws his sword, 
and waves it over his head, saying, ‘Come on! 
follow me, men,’ and at the c we take the 
city.” This is an extract from a letter written 
by a Welsh Fusilier to his brother in England, 
and it conveys, in a few words, a truthful sam- 
mary of that‘eventfu) fourteenth of June, when 
the city of Tientsin; with all its historic associa- 
tions, fell to the destructive force of modern 
warfare. Of course, in 4n independent account 
of the part played by any one section of tho 
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Allied Forces along the route from Taku to 
Poking, there must necessarily appear thé 
stamp of patriotic egoism and, nncontro

The valor of the rank and file’ avails but little. 
if the man at the head is not stannch and strong. 
That Colonel Bertie and his officers proved 
their strength and military skill all those as- 
sociated with thom have abundantly testified, and 
‘onca more the Fusiliers as 9 body have shown 
to the world that they are fully trained soldiers, 
quick in action, valorous in battle, and able to 
grasp and execute the emergencies of . the 
conflict. 5 

TWO. BROTHERS SIDE BY SIDE IN DEATH. 

‘Starting therefore from tho point where 
we left the Fusiliers in the teoth of a blind- 
ing sandstorm, rising from their tempor 
resting place along the embankment, eat 
at tho call of “the charge,” sweeping every: 
thing in front of them over the tridee into the 
doomed city, we follow them toa qniet little 
spot’ which 
atime while preparations are being made to 
advance to the relief of the Legations at Poking. 
Private Power had been shot buta couple of 
minutes before the last charge was made 
into the city, and Privates: Martin and JJones 
were lying wounded in their hospital at Coffin 
Hall not far from the cometery off the Victoria 
Road. The main body of tho corps was 
bivouaced in a large godown which had 
been used as a fur-store, and which at that 
time contained several tons-of furs, some of rard 
value. It wasa spacious place, and did very well 
for the uso to which it was put,-more es ecially 
ax there were several open spaces between 
Meadows Road on the right, and Club Road on 


tho men. The stay of the Fusiliers in iontsin 
was marred by two deaths—strange to say, two 
brothers named Porter - one within-a few hours 
of the other. Tho first ono. mot his death by 
shell piercing tho wall of the store. Some 
Chinese youths wero aati | stones at tho 
windows, and Porter looked out to tell 
the boys to ceaso their play. <A shell burst 
right in front of him and blew his head off. 
Some mistake subsaquently arose in enterin 
upon the necessary documents the regimenta 
number of the deceased, and his brother's number 
4,014 was insortad instoad of 3 644—a8 mistake : 
unfortunately, very often made in time. 
of war by the roughly improvised clerical 
staff. The brother that evening wrot) o 
long letter home to his mother informing 
her that a mistake had been made, and that 
he himself was alive and well. The letter was 
osted in the ordinary way, and on tho follow- 
ing day Porter was picked’ out to form part of 
a reconnoitring party. Ho wont out and was 
shot almost at the outset. Both brothers were 
buried in the same grave in the little cemetery 
at Tieutsin, and a cross has been erected over the 
spot by a few of their comrades. 

Before leaving Tiontsin and proceeding 
on the road with the Fasiliora it may ba. 
well to notice the unbounde? enthusiasm — 
which met the arrival ~of the troops at the 
hands of tho ‘besieged populace. Men, 
women and children slike joined in the 
general thanksgiving. Colonel Bertie showed 
much consideration for his men, for, as soon as

timated. at. a little under. 10,000“ Through- 
out the whole of the afternoon rain fell heavily, 
- and the Fusiliers were ordered by Col. Bertie 
- to wear their greatcoats. A halt was made 
‘after a somewhat brisk march, and tho men 
were given a little rest in the open. It was a 
dark night, and as it wore on the rain increased. 
There was no shelter except that which could be 
obtained by the side of tho embankment, and 
the protection, if any, afforded by the long 
blades _of corn clustered heavily together in the 
open fields. It was about half past ono when 
the general order was given to advance. No 
bugle sounded, and each man fell into position as 
best he could in the darkness. Shots were falling 
all round them as they went silently along, for- 
tunately without doing them any damage. They 
proceeded onward till a huge embankment was 
reached, when the Colonel, halting, directed them 
to lie down behind it, and wait till reinforcements 
‘ came up. Presently the 12th Battery of Artil- 
lery from Jullunder came in sight, and taking up 
a position on the left, commenced to shell the 
enemy's position. A heavy cross-fire followed 
for about an hour when the order was given to 
cross the plain where'the enemy were thought 
. to have béen entrenched in large numbers. 
Shells were falling on all sides, and tho plain 
was literally being swept by bullets as the Fusi- 
= liers in extfinded order proceeded. H Company 
; received a/ rather sudden order from the staff 
officer and Capt. Gwynne to lie down, as they 
feared they were then not more than 200 yards 
from the enemy's position, which was being 
shelled on the opposite side by the Russians. 
Tn their onward march they hed crossed an 
underground mine, which fortunately had failed 
- to be of service at the time they crossed it in 
consequence of the damped state of the powder. 
It was some-little time before the order to ad- 
vance was again given, and the Fusiliers then 
- proceeded along the embankment a few hundred 
yards further till they came up to the enemy's 
| position vis-a-vis. They then saw that the 
ground was loopholed for some consider- 
able distance, and was a position which 
would have afforded ‘any enemy all that they 
could desire, but the Chinese left it and retreated 
across the pontoon bridge towards Peitsang. 
It was about one o'clock bafore Peitsang was 
reached, the troops then having bsen under fire 
nearly twelve hours.

THE EMPRESS DOWAGER INCORRIGIBLE. 

A high Chinese official now in Hsian has 
wired to his family residing at this port not to 
start for Hsian to join him, as the Impress 
Dowager is incorrigible and will not be guided 
by wiser counsels ; and further, that the crisis 


in Shensi is daily getting more complicated. 


ANOTHER WAY OF PUTTING IT. 

A Hsian telegraphic despatch states that the 
Empress Dowager cannot punish General Tun 
Fuhsiang as ho has, since his return to Hsian 
from Ninghsia, lately surrounded himself with 
powerful guards “ to prevent arrest.’ The fact 
is that his troops surround the Empress Dow- 
ager as guards and sho is in Tung Fuhsiang’s 
hands. 

THE EXTORTION OF THE REACTIONISTS. 

With reference to the coming of Yu C‘hi- 
yuan, son of Governor Yii Lien-yuan of Hunan, 
on n mission of extortion to gather funds for 
the prosecution of war with the Foreign Powers, 
a Soochow despatch states that in obedience to 
commands from Hsian the high authorities of 
Soochow have now begun to enforce the extor- 
tion of money from the gentry and wealthy 
merchants of the city and prefecture, and have 
even gone so far as to throw an M. A. (Chitjén) 
into prison for refusing to use his influence in 
exhorting his friends to contribute towards the 
“ patriotic fund.” 

THE LONG-COMING GOVERNOR. 

It will be remembered that when an Imperial 
edict was published last month appointing 
Sung Shou (Manchu), Governor of Kiangsi, to 
be Governor of this province, and promoting 
Ching Sing (Manchu), Provincial Treasurer of 
Honan, to the Governorship of Kiangsi, it was 
generally expected by the native officials of this 
rovinee that Sung Shou would start immediate- 
y for his new post at Soochow, preparations at 
the time being even e in Shanghai for 
H.E.'s reception.

THE CAPSIZING OF THE 
“CANTON RIVER.” 


—_—____4q—_-______ 

An enquiry was held at the Harbour Ciffice 
on Thursday morning to enquire into the cir- 
cumstances attending the capsizing of the 
dredger Canton River during the typhoon on 
the 10th inst. Hon. Basil Taylor, Acting 
Harbour Master, presided, and the other gen- 


_tlemen present were Lieut. Butler, R.N., and 


Captains G. D. Bowles, Elliot, and McMaster. 
John Scott, master of the dredger, sworn and 

examined, said that at about three o'clock on the 

afternoon of Friday, 9th inst., he gave orders 


‘to the engineers to be ready to go out. During 


this operation they fouled their head moor- 
ings, and it was getting on for dusk before 
they were cleared. It had begun to blow and 
was growing worse as the evening advanced. 
There wera three chains out ut head and stern 


of the dredger, and it was the Kead one which 


fouled. The wind at this time was blowing 
E.N.E. He decided to remain where he was, 
At about eight o'clock it began to blow pretty 
hard, and it was resolved to lower away the 
peak ladder, with a view to steadying the vessel, 
over which heavy seas were now washing. This 
was done, and about fifteen fathoms of the head 
chain were also slacked to keep her from drag- 
ging. At about one o'clock she took a list to 

ort. The wind was still on the port bow. 

he vessel was taking so much water that the 
donkey engine was unable to cope with the 
inrush, one of the main engines was started to 
pump her,and the time then being between 
twelve and one. Still they could not keep the 
water under, and still the dredger me listing 
to port. . The seas were repeatedly washing over 
her, and she was fall to the rail. It was about 
three o'clock when the dredger finally turned 
over. The pumps were stopped just before 
ehe capsized. Steam was very low then Mr. 
Robertson, second engineer, had previously 
reported that the engine room floor was afloat.

He atated that on the afternoon of the 
Sth inst. about three o'clock, they were going 
out, having loaded their cargo, when the chains 
fouled. and they were detained. He got ordors 
to bank fires; it would be about four o'clock 
when that order was given. The wind was high 
and a heavy sea running, but they were not 
making much water down below at this time; 
there was considerably more water in the stoke- 
hold, but even then nothing to. speak of. 
About o guar past two in the morning 
he was called up, as the vessel was making 
water and taking a list to port. He saw there 
was a good deal of water coming in over the 
port bow. The donkey engine was not suffi- 
cient to keep it under, and the main engine 
had been put on, but even then the water 
gained. He came up out of the engine room 
ata quarter to three, on the orders of the mas- 
ter. The steam pressure then wuuld be about 
65, and the fires were still burning. The pres- 
sure to begin with was 120. 

Question—When you came up out of the 
engine room, how much water would there be ? 

Answer-—Well, it was up to the fire-bars. 

After witness came on deck the captain said 
—‘ Every one for himself now.” It would be 
a quarter of an hour or:so later when the vessel 
went over. Every one had a life-belt, including 
the carpenter, who was drowned. 

Question—Could the carpenter swim ? 

Answer—I could not say, but he had more 
clothes on than any of ua. : 

Question—He was last seen when ? 

Answer—I met him going down to the engine- 
room for a piece of waste to stop the holes in 
the wheel-house, and told him he had better not

Question—No one saw him after you? 
Answer—Yes, I believe the captain saw him. 
Question—What in your opinion was the 
cause of the vessel's capsizing. 

Answér— Well, I would not like to say; it's 
not in my department. 

Question— Still, as an engineer, I suppose 
you have some opinion on the subject. 

Answer—Well, the cargo 4 ve hang all 
on one side, but there are probably two or three 
causes. 

Question —Was there any explosion before 
the ship capsized ? 

Answer—No oxplosion whatever. 

Captain’ Scott, recalled, in answer to a ques- 
tion said he last saw the carpenter about five 
minutes before the vessel upset. Before she did 
go over she gave a sudden “ kick ;” the carpen. 
ter was on the upper side then. Witness never 
saw him again. 

Question— Could he swim ? 

Answer— Well, I think so. 

Question—He was washed away at once ? 

Answer — Yes. 

Question—Would it have been of no use to 
make distress signals ? 

Answer—No, sir; the rain squalls were very 
bad, and it was impossible to see, it was so 
dark. 

Question—Had you the means on board of 
making signals ? ; 

Answer—No, we had no rockets on board. 

This was all the evidence, and the count then 
sat in private to consider its finding, which was 
delivered as follow:—‘‘The steam dredger 
Canton River capsized and sank on tho morning 
of the 10th inst., at about three a.m., during a 
typhoon. The casualty was, in our opinion, due 
to the fact that the stern moorings could 
not be slipped, thus preventing her from swing- 
ing to the wind. A large quantity of water 
thus made its way into the port chain locker and 
coal bunker, giving her a heavy list, which was 
increased by the great weight of the top

REPORT BY MR KERFOOT HUGHES.

LARCENY BY A GOVERNMENT SERVANT. 


_ Lau Tim, who was~charged with larceny, 
pleaded guilty. 

The Attorney-General (the Hon. W. Meigh 
Goodman, Q.C.) said .—In this case the prisoner 
is charged with stealing.a coil of telephone wire, 
the property of the Government of the Colony, 
at Tai Po on 23rd December, 1899. It seams 
that the prisoner was linesman employed by the 
Public Works Department. Evan Dougherty. 
an overseer in that department, left six coils of 
galvanised line (in connection with_ telephone 
laying) at Tai Po. Early in January he found 
three missing. On 23rd December, 1899, Chin 
Wing, master of a marine store, bought one 
coil of wire from the defendant for $6.33. On 
j2th January prisoner and two other mea were 
charged with stealing the three coils. The caso 
was remanded fora week and prisoner allowed 
out on bail. He absconded, his bail was ea- 
treated, and a warrant issued; but he was not 
arrested till 8th October. 

His Lordship, addressing the prisoner, said 
he had paid $150 for this offence, having 
deposited that money and run away. There- 
fore he would pass a somewhat less sentence 
than he otherwise would have done. But the 
prisoner ought to know that whether he was 
employed by Government or anyone else he 
ought not to steal his employer's property. He 
must undergo imprisonment for four months 
with hard labour. 

THE THEFTS FROM MILITARY PREMISES 

AT WANCHAL. 

There were two counts in the indictment 
against Wong Hung and Wong hing Sai, 
viz., housebreaking and receiving stolen goods. 
The prisoners are brothers. The first pleaded 
guilty and said he was the only person who 
committed the crime. The second pleaded not 
guilty. The first prisoner was accordingly 
told to stand down. 

His Lordship—Mr. Attorney-Ganeral, I 
understand you don’t propose to proceed with 
the first count against the second prisoner. 

The Attorney-General —I think I had better 
proceed with them both, my Lord. 

The jurors were Messrs. A. M. V. Schone- 
mann, F. de P. Barres, A. McPherson, Thomas 
Banks, J. M. do Silva Rozario, V. C.C. 
Herbst, and F. G. Chunnett. 

The Attorney-General said that on the 13th 
October there was a housebreaking committed 
on the premises of 25, East, Block, Married 
Quarters, Royal Engineers, Wanchai. There 
were various houses round there—a central 
block and two houses each side. One of 
these houses was ocoujied by Corporal 
Eddie, of the Royal Engineers, who lived there 
with his wife. It seemed that on the night of 


the 13th October Corporal Eddie's wife. left the - 


honse locked up at about seven o'clock, her hus- 
band being out on duty. When she returned at 
nine o'clock in the evening she found that the 
jalousies had been opened from the inside. On 
looking round she found that various articles 
wera missing, and she at once informed her hus- 
band, who reported to the police. It was not 
found out who were the offenders at the time, 
but next door Sergeant-Major Crombie had his 
quarters, and on the 28th October his house was 
broken into, as well as that of a man named 
Wilson. On that day the first prisoner was 
arrested in connection with these robberies. 
He was taken to the Police Station and then to 
tbe house where he lived. There the police found 
all the things the prisoners were charged with 
stealing from Corporal Eddie's quarters except 
some money, & clock, and a sawing machina, the 
clock and sewing-machine, however, baing sub- 
sequently discovered elsewhere. The whole 
thing was this. The first prisoner had admitted 
that he was the man who stole these things. 
The question the jury had to decido was the 
connection of the second prisoner with the’ mat- 
ter. The prisoners were brothers and both 
were employed as Eee coolies to assist Ser- 
geant-Major Crombie, of the Royal Engineers. 
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Then they both lived together on the first 
floor of No. 1, Moon Street. The point 
was, did the jury think one brother could 
bring home a whole lot of things snch 
as thesa without the other brother knowing 
perfectly well that they had not been properly 
come by? The Attorney-General read out a list 
of the articles which the prisoners were charged 
with having stolen. The value, including £4 
12s. 11d. in money, was $135. One of the articles 
stolen was a purse, and this was found in a box 
. which the second prisoner said belonged to him. 

Kate Eddie said she was the wife of Corporal 
Eddie of the Royal Engineers. She lived at 
the Married Quarters of the Royal Engineers 
opposite to the end of Arsenal Street. There 
was a little gap betweon her house and that of 
Sergeant-Major Crombie. She knew the pri- 
soners as Sergeant-Major Crombie's coolies. 
At seven o'clock in the evening of the 13th 
October she went out, leaving the house locked 
up. She returned about nine o'clock and found 
that the jalousies had been -opened from the 
inside. She missed various articles. She went to 
the Barracks and told her husband. Her husband 
accompanied hor back to the house, and the 
matter was reported to the police. Among other 
things sho lost was a purse which belonged to 
her baby. The purse produced was the same. 
There was no money in the purse. A sewing 
machine and a clock were also stolen. Those 
produced were the same. She had got all the 
things mentioned in the indictment back except- 
ing the money. 

By the Court—She had seen the prisoners 
about Sergeant-Major Crombie's house for some 
two or three months. 

Police-Sergeant Ritchie said that on th» 28th 
October he went with the first prisoner to No. 
1, Moon Street. first floor, where he lived. At 
that time he was in custody for breaking into 
another house. Moon Street was a little over 200 
yards from the Married Quarters. He found 
the second prisoner, who admitted being the 
brother of the other man. He then proceeded to 
search the place and found the things mentioned 
in the indictment except the money, the clock, 
and the sewing machine. A pawnticket relat- 
ing to the clock was found, and it and the sew- 
ing machine were afterwards recovered. Tho 
purse produced was feund in the pillow box 
produced, which belonged to the second 
prisoner. Both the prisoners were then taken 
into custody. i 

Chinese Constable Chan Sun, who accom- 
panied Sergeant Ritchie to No. 1, Moon Street, 
also rave evidence. 

Agiz Din. assistant warder at Victoria Gaol, 
said that on the 3lst October the second pri- 
soner obtained permission to write a letter. 
When he had written the letter he handed it 
to him. The letter produced was the same. 
He recognised it because he wrote on it the 
prisoner's name and number. He delivered the 
letter to the sentry on duty. ; 

Wong Kwok U. the Court translator, said 
he had compared the translation produced with 
the letter written by the second prisoner. He 
made two orthree slight corrections and then said 
it wasallright. The letter was with reference to 
the man being bailed out. It directed the person 
to whom the letter was written to take a gold 
coin which was pasted on the partition abovo 
the bed in a certain room, to get it changed 
into ten dollars odd, and to give the money to, 
his uncle to bail him out. 

Police-Sergeant Ritchie (recalled) said tho 
letter was read to the party to whom it had 
been written. The gold coiu could not be found 
though some of the paper was found on the 
place indicate4. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 

In reply to his Lordship the second prisoner 
said he would like to call his brother, the first 
prisoner, a3 4 witness. 

Wong Hung said he had pleated guilty 
to the indictment—that was that he stole 
the money aud goods from the house of Corporal 
Eddie and then broke out of the house. Tho 
second prisoner was a pledge-man of his and 
not a brother. He only wished to tell his Lord- 
ship that tho second prisoner took no part in 
this crime. Witness didit himself. He was in 
the house when the second prisoner was arrested, 
The purse produced was found in his box and 
not in the box of the second prisoner. Wit- 
ness stole the purse from! Corporal Eddie's 
house. After he had stolen it he put it into 
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his box. His box was in court. (Witness 
pointed the box out. It was not the same 
as that said to belong to the second pri- 
soner.) The box was kept on his bed. When 
the police went to his house he saw.the purse. 
He saw the police find it. They found it in 
his box. He saw them take it ont of his box. 
His box was locked when the police came. He 
had lost the key and then a man living in the 
same house forced it open. He told him to do 
so. The other box produced belonged’ to the 
second prisoner. He saw it opened on tha 
morning the police came. The second 
prisoner himself opened it with his key. No- 
thing which had been stolen was found in it. 
He was quite positive that the pnrse was not 
found in this box. There were gold coins stolen. 
He put them in his box and somebody forced 
open his box and stole them. a: 

On being cross-examined by the Attorney- 
General, witness said it was not a fact that he 
had arranged with the second prisoner to get 
him off on condition that he helped his people 
while he was in prison. Ho took all the things 
away himself. 

Tho jury found the prisoner guilty and he 
was sentenced to nine months’ hard labour. 

The tirst prisoner also pleaded guilty to two 
other charges, viz., entering the house of Ser- 
geant- Major Crombieat two o'clock in the morn- 
ing of the 28th October, and stealing a telescopo 
valued at $36 anda tiger's skin valued at $18; 
and oatering the house of Charles Augustus 
Wilson on the same morning and stealing there- 
from a quantity of clothing, ete, 

The Attorney-General produced a plan 
showing tho situation of the block and the 
shrubbery close by. He added that it was 
discovered early on the morning of the 
28th October that the rope attached to the sky- 
light at Sergeant Crombie’s house had been 
broken. The police were informed, and a num- 
ber of people wera set to watch a gap through 
which the thief or thieves would try to escape. 
The prisoner was seen to emerge from the 
bushes and was arrested. Some of the articles 
stolen by him were found in the bushes, It 
happened that some painting had been going 
on in Wilson's house and the burglar had left 
foot-prints that were found to correspond ex- 
actly with the prisoner's feet. Both the pris- 
oners had had good employment snd they had 
abused it by taking stock of the houses all 
around. This man had pleaded guilty to three 
robberies. Whether he had committed any 
others they did not know. At all events these 
occurrences had given a good deal of anxiety in 
the married quarters.

‘These cases were a portion of a numbor of casas 
then lying in tho sellers’ godown at Wanchai. 
Delivery was to be taken in the next two or 
three days. 
aware by the buyer at the time of tho contract 
that the goods wero to ba shipped to Shanghai. 
It is agreed that the contract was for the sale 
of goods by description and not by sample. 
Where goods are sold and bought by description 
the law implies two conditions, first, that the 
goods shall correspond with the description and, 
next, that the goods, shall he of merchantable 
quality. Tho first condition was complied with, 
for defendants’ assistant, Mr. Kahn, said “we 
“got the goods we bargained for so far as the 
brands were concerned.”

‘The evidence was 
directed to show that the cases holding the boer 
were not merchantable for shipment, what- 
aver that may moan. It is obvious, however, 
that both the casss and tha beer were in a sale- 
able stata or condition and therofora of mer- 
chantable quality fulfilling the condition im- 
plied by law in respect of the bsor. Later on I 
shall rofer to the cass of Gower v. Dedalzen 3 
Bingham N.C. 717 as my authority for treating 
the beer and not the cases as being the goods 
that were sold. Tho general rule is that there 
is no implied warranty or condition as to the 
quality or fitness for any particular purposo of 

supplied under a contract of sale. The 


| defendant however alleges thst the circnm- 


stances bring this transaction within an excep- 
tion to the general rule, because he had made 
known to the eellors the particular purpose for 
which the goods were required, vis. shipment 
toShanghai. The phrase “ particular purpose " 
means the purpose to which the goods are 
to be applied. The purpose to which this beor 
was to bo applied was not shipment, it matters 
not whither. Shipment is merely one act in 
a series of acts constituting transport or 
removal for some ulterior purpose to which 
the goods are to be applied. This defence 
then does not fall within the exception, and 
the general rule prevails that there is no implied 
warranty or condition as to the quality or 
fitness of this beer for any particular purpose.

And while it is the duty of 
the seller to deliver the goods, it is the duty 
of tho buyer to acoopt. and pay for them. 
Now delivery means voluntary. transfor of: 
possession from one person to another. he 
sellor’s duty of delivery, in the absonce of 
any ‘agreement to the contrary, is fulfillod when - 
he affords to the buyer reasonable facilities for 
taking possession of the goods at the agreed 
upon place of delivery. It was not, and could . 
not b3 successfully contended by the buyer — 
that the sellers in this case did not afford him 
such facilities. The buyor’s head coolie wont 
to the sallers’ godown where ths 100 cases were 
placed at his disposal and where he had reason- 
able facilities for taking possession of all ‘the 
100 cases Thus tho sellers performed their 
duty under the contract by delivering all the 100 
cases to the buyer, and the buyer was, under the 
cirenmstances, bound to accept, bacause all tho 
implied conditions attaching to a gale of goods 
by description had boen fulfilled, the goods both 
nuswering to their description and being of 
merchantable quality. Moreover, in the go- 
down the buyer had o reasonable opportunity of | 
examining the goods for the purpose of ascer- 8 
taining whether they were in conformity with 
the contract. ‘The buyer is not deemed to have 
accepted {he goods until ho has had this oppor- 
tunity : bit, having had: the opportunity and the 
implied conditions having been fulfilled, he was 
under the necessity of accepting. and it does not 
matter whethor he accepted or did not becept 
There being no right to reject the goods, the. 
question of acceptance or nou-acceptance be- 
comes immaterial. In this view of tho case, 
the ‘Court is relieved from the necessity of 
examining the evidenca as to what occurred 
in the godown after the first few minutes 
with a view to determining whether there was 
or was not an acceptance’ by the buyer in per- 
formance of the contract. If it bo necessary to 
decide whether the goods were or were not in & 
deliverable state, I hold that they were. The 
contract was for the sale of beer in cases: no- 
thing was expressed in the contract and nothing 
is implied in law as to the condition of the cases. 
‘Tho state in which the beer was delivered was 
in cases, that was the state in which the buyer 
was, under the contract, bound to take delivery 
of the beer.

In this case the plaintiff is a trader residing 
at 54, Staunton Strect, and the defendant a clerk 
in the employ of Messrs. Deacon and Hastings, 
solicitors. It is a claim for the specific per- 
formance of an agreement, the defendant coun- 
terclaiming for <6 100 deposited by him with 
the plaintiff. 

Mr. J. J. Francis. Q.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Wilkinson and Grist) appeared for the 
plaintiff and Mr. E. H. Sharp (instructed by 
Messrs. Deacon and Hastings) for the defen- 
dant. 

The special jurors were Messrs. R. Gt. Shewan 
(foreman), A Haupt, P. Jordan. S. Hancock. J. 
S. Van Buren. G. Stewart. and J. M. Beattie. 

On the application of Mr. Shawan, it was de- 
cided to allow each juror S10 a day during the 
hearing of the case. 

Mr. Francis read the pleadings in the case. 

*In his petition the plaintiff said that by agreo- 
ment dated the 26th day of September. 1899, 
the defendant agreed with the plaintiff for 
the purchase by the defendant from tho plain- 
tiff of a piece or parcel of land situate 
in Victoria and intended to be registered in the 
Land Office as sections 31, 32. 83, 34, 35. 36, 37, 
38, 39, and 40, of Murine Lot 55. with the mes- 
suages and tenements and buildings then stand. 
ing thereon and known as houses Nos. 18, 20, 

2, 24, 26, 28, 30, 32. 34, and 36, Gilman's Bazaar. 
for the residue of a term created by a crown 
lease of the said Marine Lot No. 55, for 860,000, 
whereof 86,00) of which was paid on account on 
the date of the signing of the agreement. It 
was further agreed that the plaintiff should at 
his own expense make a good title to the pre- 
mises, that the purchase and sale should be com- 
pleted on the 29th of November, 1894). and that 
the balance of the purchase money should be then 

paid, and that the plaintiff should thereupon 
ereciite a good and valid assignment of the 
premises to the defendant. By agreement be- 
tween the plaintiff and the defendant the of 
completion is subsequently postponed to the 
30th November. The plaintiff was ready and 
willing on the 30th November. 1899. to execute 
a good and valid assignment of the premises to 
the defendant, but. the defendant refused to 
complete the purchase or to pay over to the 
plaintiff the balance—S56,000—of the purchase 
money. The premises were now of the value 
of $45,000 only, and the plaintiff had lost 
a sum of $15,000, and his costs. ~ charges, 
and expenses of and in connection with the said 
agreement. The plaintiff therefore prayed that 
the defendant might be ordered to specifically 
perform the said agreement to purchase the 
said piece or parcel of land and premises and to 
pay to plaintiff the balance of 856,000 of the 
purchase money with interest thereon at 8 per 
cent per annwin from the 30th November, 1899, 
until the date of the judgment, or in the alter- 
native that the defendant should be ordered to 
pay to the plaintiff $15,450, with interest 
thereon at the rate of 8 per cent per annum 
from the date of writ to the date of judg- 
ment. In his answer the defendant admit- 
ted the allegations contained in the first 
five paragraphs of the petition except- 

-ing the allegation that a map or plan of the 
premises was shown to him on or before the 
signing of the agreement, and save the allega- 
tion in paragraph 5 that the plaintiff made a 


randum purporting to show the measurements 
of the said premises. Subsequently. and before 
the signing of the said agreement, the plaintiff 
again called upon the defendant and informed 
him that the said measurements were under- 
stated. and gave him a second written memoran- 
dum which he said contained the exact measure- 


| ments. On the 29th September an engrossment 


of an indenture of assignment of the said 
premises made between Creasy Ewons of the 
first part, the plaintiff of tho second part, and 
the defendant of the third part, with a figured 
plan annexed. was handed to the defendant 
From the said plan and from further in- 
vestigation which he thereupon made, he 
discovered that the said measurements pre- 
viously given to him by the plaintiff had heen 
greatly exaggerated and the premises falsely 
described hy the plaintiff in essontial parti- 
culars, Such misrepresentations operated to 
the serious prejudice of the defandant, who there- 
by was substantially deceived and misled, and 
was induced to enter into such an agreement 
which he would not have otherwise done. In 
consequenco of the plaintiff's misreprexenta- 
tions the defendant declined to complete the pur- 
chase of the said premises and demanded that 
the plaintiff should return to the defendant 
the sum of 86,00! paid as bargain money. ‘The 
plaintiff had not returned the said deposit or 
bargain money, and therefore the defendant 
claimed leave to counterclaim. The defendant 
had no knowledge of the present value of the 
premises, and therefore did not admit the allega- 
tions on the point. Continuing. Mr. Francis 
said that on the same day the defendant coun- 
terclaimed and sent in his counterclaim. In 
regard to his counterclaim the defendant 
said that on the 20th of September. [899, 
the defendant paid the sum of 86,000 har- 
gain money. The defendant subsequently dis- 
covered that. the property was materially mis- 
described and declined to complete the purchase, 
and therefore counterclaimed for this 86000 with 
interest at tho rate of & per cent. from the 26th 
September to date of judgment. From further 
documents submitted by Mr. Francis, it ap- 
peared that the plaintiff denied that he at any | 
time gave the defendant a second memorandum |} 
purporting to give more exact tneasnrements 
than the first memorandum. The plaintiff 
denied that the measurements piven in the 
memorandum were greatly oxaggerated and 
that the descriptions given by the plaintiff 
to the defendant at any time were false 
and that the defendant was in any way 
prejudiced or misled by the memorandum. ‘I'he 
defendant was pergonally acquainted with the 
ten houses in question and made a personal 
inspection of them. The plaintiff denied that 
it was in consequence of any misrepresentation 
or misdescription of the plaintiff that defendant 
refused to complete the purchase. but that 
the defendant declined to complete because 
of the fall in the value of land and houses. 
On the other hand the defendant contended 
that he repeatedly asked the plaintiff to take 
hiin personally to inspect the property in 
question. but that the plaintiff always shirked 
such inspection under the pretext that as the 
houses were used as family houses it was difficult 
to arrange for an inspection. Continuing, Mr. 
Francis said the one particular issue of fact he 
would ask leave to call attention to in the first 
instance was the issue of misdescription or non- 
misdescription. It was charged against them in 
the defendant's answer that they deliberately and 
falsely, knowing that what they were doing, 
what they were saying, and what they were 
representing - was utterly untrue—that they re- 
presented to the defendant that the property 
was of a much more considerable area than it 
really turned out to be. 

Mr. Sharp, interrupting. said that Mr. Francis 
misrepresented the case. They did not suggest

This point was argued for some time. 

His Lordship expressed the opinion that the 
pleadings wore capable of either interpretation 
—that the misdescuption -was wilfal and de- 
liberate or that it was a more mistake. 

Mr. Francis contended that in view of his 
Lordship's ruling the burden of proof was en- 
tirely on his friend in r ¢ to the mistako. 

His Lordship—That he should begin ? 

Mr. Francis—That ho should begin. - 

His Lordship agreed; and Mr. Sharp offored 
no objection, 

Mr. Sharp said hz thought tho jury would 
find in respect of most of the facts in the caso 
that the two sidos were agreed. There was very 
little divergence betweon the story thoy 
would hear from the plaintiff and the story 
they would hear from the defendant in regard 
to the main facts of the case. Such divergences 
as there wero wore of course of vital importance. 
The plaintiff, who was o land broker in Hon 
kong. had frequently approached the defendant, 
who had command of a little money. The parties 
were in a Chinese sense related to one another. 
That was to say they called one another uncle 
and nephew. they being from the same district. 
The plaintiff was a very senior man to the de- 
fendant. About the middle of September of 
last year the plaintiff wont to see the defendant 
at the office of Mesars. Deacon and Hastings 
regarding the particular investment to which the 
attention of the jury would be directed. The 
plaintiff put i¢ before the defendant without 
any particular impropriety that it would be 
a very good investment if he would purchase 
this property for $60,000. The plaintiff gave 
to the defendant a written memorandum pur- 
porting’ to contain the dimensions of the pro- 
perty. It was in the plaintiff's own hand. 
wriling, and the plaintiff admitted it. Sub- 
sequently the plaintiff gave the defendant 


a second momorandum. This was not 
written by the plaintiff, who denied all 
knowledge of it. ‘The second memorandum, 
‘however, did not differ very . materially 


from tho first, but the difference between the 
measurements in the memoranda and the actual 
measurements was material, being 13 or 14 per 
cent. The defendant asked the plaintiff to let 
him see the plan. The plaintiff wont away and 
returned in about an hour saying that he could 
not bring the plan but that he had got the figures 
from the plan, and these figures were put in 
the second memorandum. About the middle 
of November the defendant wished to leave the 
colony und to close all outstanding and un- 
completed transactions. He wished to raise 
money to start business at Manila, At that 
time thedefendant did not know anything 
abont this misdescription or‘that he had any 
legal right to rescind the contract. . The defen- 
dant certainly did in the middle of November 
ask to bo sllowed to compensate tho plaintiff for 
any loss which he had suffered by letting him 
off his bargain altogether. The plaintiff de- 
clined to let the defendant off his bargain, and 
from the 21st November to the 29th November 
the defendant was occupied in making o finan- 
cial arrangement to complete the contract, 
which he had no doubt he was obliged to do. 
Qn the 29th November the assignment which 
the parties were to execute was handed to the 
defendant, who said. he wished to get some in- 
dependent solicitor— that was to say his own firm-- 
of solicitors, Deacon and Hastings-—toperusé the 
assignment to see that it was in order. The 
assignment, or the draft of it, was sent to 
Deacon and Hastings’ office with a plan annex. 
ed. Then for the first time the defendant 
discovered that the measurements in the 
memoranda were not correct. He put the 
whole thing before Mr. Deacon, who advised * 
him to rescind the contract, which he promptly 
did. Since then nothing had happened in the 
matter which he need draw attention to. A 
very significant fact was this—that directly 
this orror was discovered the plaintiff came over 
to the office and was taken into the presence. of 
Mr. Deacon.
